It is an errour to believe that 
penance is only neceſſary for great ſinners 
nor is it à leſs miſtake to imagine that morti- 
fication is & virtue proper only for perfect 


ſouls. If we are ſinners, we are obligd to

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repent, to endeavour to ſoften Gods Juſtice, 
and to obtain pardon from his mercy for our 
crimes: if we are ſo happy as never to have 
loft our innocence, penance is not the leis ne- 
ceſſary to preſerve that precious treaſure : we 


may ſin, we have ſinn'd are the two power» 
ful motives to induce us to practiſe it. Can we 
reaſonably believe that penance is only pro» 
per for ſuch as are religious, and that. mortie 
fications should raign only in cloiſters, ſince 
all agree that in the world people fin much 
oftner, and that there is in it much more dan- 
ger > Let them but reflect that thoſe 1 
ous perſons whom they think indiſpenſably 
oblig*d to the exerciſe of penance, did for the 
moſt part enter religion with our loſing their 
innocence, and yet that perſons who do not 
diſown their having committed à great many 
fins, and who are every moment in danger of 
committing more, should go about to per- 
ſwade themſelves that mortification, and pe- 
nance are not things proper for them, is very 
ſtrange and wonderful. Altho' we had noth · 
ing but our own paſſions to tame and conquer, 
could we reaſonably hope to ſucceed without 
the exerciſe of penance? And who can with 
reaſon hope to work out bis ſalvation without 
overcoming his paſſions? I is an article of 
faith, that none but ſuch as uſe violence to 
themſelves, shall enter heaven, and yet we

7T Onſider 21y, that by the fruits of pe- 
nance is underſtood not only the morti=

manners: theſe are properly the fruits which

tance; by theſe marks it may be known 
whether we make à good uſe of the Sacra- 
ments, truly grieve for our fins, and are faith 
ful managers of the grace which God harh 
given us. The practiſes of devotion, the fre- 
quent uſe of the Sacraments, and the exerciſe 
of good works, are powerful means to make 


men become perfect; but ſo long as with theſe 


powerful means they have ſtill the ſame paſ- 
ſions; are ſtill equally proud, impatient, fret- 
ful, envious, uneaſie, angry, unmortifv'd, and 
full of ſelf love, can theſe pretended exerciſes 
of piety be .reckon'd.u on, with any manner 
of reaſon ? The uſe of bodily mortification is 
an exerciſe of penance, but this penance muſt 
bring forth fruit, and this fruit conſiſts in

repairing the diſorders of our paſſion, and the 
irregularities of ſelf love. W har fignifies it to 
confeſs faults ſo often, if we mend not one fault 
in à year of all we have conteſs'd, *Tis not 
enough to deteſt ones ſins, we mutt alſo make 


à reſolution never to commit any more of 


them; but can this very reſolution be fincer 
if not accompany'd with 4 will to fly the lea 
occaſion of fin. Every one has ſome thing to 
ſuffer during this life, we find croſſes every 
where, let us at leaſt ſuffer with patience, 
let us joyn our ſufferings to thoſe of Jesvs 
CH n1sT: we shall not ſuffer the more by it, 


and our ſufferings will not then be fruitleſs. 


The conſtant exerciſe of mortification is alſo 
another fruit of penance, what vaſt fruit might 


one not draw from it? there is nothing which 
may not furnish us with an occaſion of con- 


tradicting our natural inclinations; there is no 


time nor place that is not proper to mortifie 
our ſelves without being extravagant. O what 


advantage may one who truly loves IJIxsus; 
make by. theſe little occaſions! If one has à 
great mind to look, or ſpeak in ſome certain 

circumſtances, how profitable is it then to 
caſt down ones eyes, or hold ones peace? 


There's hardly an hour f the day that affords |

III. Þ O FIN*T 
Onſider 3ly. there is yet another more 
neceſſary fruit of penance, without which 


all others will ſignifie but very little in order 
to eternity, and this is the reformation of 


manners, and the overcoming our predomi- 


nant paſſion. Let us obſerve which of our paſ- 


ſions has the chief ſway over us, and the habit 


which influences our actions; our moſt ordi- 
nary and familiar ſin, and which is in ſome 
manner the ſource of all the ſreſt, the cauſe of 


all the falſe maxims we frame to our ſelves in 


matters of conſcienceʒ we may be ſtrangers to 
all other vices, but our proper character is 


to be taken from the prevailing paſſion, the 


paſſion that Lords it over us. The fruit of a 


true converſion is to cut off the vice which 
raigns in us: to detefl with. à pious horrour 


this imperious domineering paſſion, to the 
end we may afterwards fight againſt ir contie - 
nually, and without intermiſſion. This victo= 
ry alone will ſecute us apainſt the ſtrongeſt

againſt our other vices, but this is commonly
